We can know God’s mercy and forgive¬ 
ness from sin through faith in Jesus Christ. If 
you have not trusted Jesus Christ as Savior, 
He invites you now: “If thou shalt confess 
with thy mouth the Lord Jesus Christ, and 
shalt believe in thine heart that God hath 
raised Him from the dead, thou shalt be 
saved," Romans 10:9. 

With the joy of sins forgiven and new life 
with God, let us exclaim with the Psalmist 
David "Bless the Loro, O my soul: and all 
that is within me, bless His holy name." 
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Last month I went to a hospital in 
Mississippi to visit my new grand¬ 
daughter Elisabeth. I peered eagerly 
through the nursery window along 
with all the other grandmothers and the 
smug fathers. "Ours" was shown to us 
by the nurse, a beautiful tiny thing 
clenching her perfect fists. I gazed as 
enthralled as though I had never seen a 
newborn child, as though Elisabeth 
were the first of her kind ever to appear 
to mystify and bewitch and melt the 
soul of a grandmother. 


At the back of the nursery 1 saw 
some babies who affected me very dif¬ 
ferently but also very deeply. They were 
extremely small. A nurse thrust her 
hands into built-in rubber gloves in the 
side of an incubator and ever so gently 
lifted a little creature that looked infi¬ 
nitely more fragile and helpless than 
our baby, a "preemie" of perhaps two 
and a half pounds. He was one of sev¬ 
eral in incubators. As I watched them 
lying there, eyes bandage d against 
heat lamp, mm 1111 hi nil , 

P^oxes, I thought of my 
wjMiew Charles who was just such a 
baby nine years ago. Bom three months 
early, he was not expected to make it 
through the first night. 

Earnestly prayed for by his parents 
and many others, cared for continu¬ 
ously by many gentle hands, he sur¬ 
vived. Now he's a lively little nine- 
year-old. 

Not long ago I saw a picture which I 
will never forget: a black plastic garbage 
bag which contained what was left of 
the morning's work in one city hos- ■ 
pital—four or five babies, some of them 
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the size of Charles when he was bom,. 
some of them larger. They were rejects. 

Who is it that makes the "selec¬ 
tions"? Who may determine which tiny 
person is acceptable and may be per¬ 
mitted to be bom (and if necessary, 
hovered over, cradled in a sterile 
temperature-controlled incubator to as¬ 
sist his survival), and which is unac¬ 
ceptable and may be treated as a cancer 
or a gangrenous growth and surgically 
jhgmically removed? What perverted

Gloria Steinem appeared on Tel 
sion this morning to speak about what 
she calls "pro-choice." What she did 
not say, what no proponent of abortion 
ever says, is that the choice they defend 
is the choice to kill people.

Attorneys who viewed Judy 
'Bari’s car and analyzed her in¬ 
juries have prompted the Oakland 
Police Department and the FBI to 
admit the bomb exploded under 
the activist’s seat, not behind it. 

However, investigators are still 
trying to link the bomb with Bari 
and fellow Earth First! member 
Darryl Chemey in their analysis 
of nails, typewriter keys and rib¬ 
bons and other evidence found at 
their homes and in their vehicles. 

“Police lied when they said the 
bomb was behind the seat,” de¬ 
mands Richard Johnson, publisher ' 
of The Environmentalist news¬ 
paper. “They lied in order to get a 
court order to search Judy Bari 
and Darryl Chemey’s homes.” 

Johnson released medical in¬ 
formation which Bari's friends 
and attorney obtained in order to 
combat any charges which may be 
officially filed in the case. 
Chemey is currently free on bail 
after being arrested for suspicion 
of possessing and transporting an 
explosive device. Evidence pre¬ 
sented in court twice since the 
bombing has been insufficient to 
file formal charges, however. 
Police are hoping to present 
enough evidence on July 18 dur¬ 
ing arraignment of Chemey and 
Bari to secure the charges. 

Bari remains in Oakland’s 
Highland Hospital with extensive 
injuries to the pelvis and tail bone, 
and will be arraigned in absentia. 

Bari’s friend, Anna Marie 
Stenberg, says it has become 
“very clear that (investigators) are 
not looking into any other 
scenario," than the possibility that 
Bari and Chemey were either

“I was at the meeting in Willits 
where the Lord’s Avenger said he 
planted a bomb in Judy’s car, and 
as of five weeks after the bomb¬ 
ing, no one who attended that 
meeting has been contacted," 
Stenberg said. 

“1 have information that I 
believe will help solve this case, 
and I have asked the Attorney 
General’s office to do an indepen¬ 
dent investigation. I won’t at this 
point cooperate with the FBI or 
the Oakland Police because it has 
become so clear they are only 
trying to blame the victims.” 

Stenberg said she has been with 
Bari, still in severe pain and fac¬ 
ing a long recovery from her 
injuries, and after massaging her 
said there were no injuries to her 
back that would indicate the bomb 
was behind her seat 

Willits Police Chief Bob Foster 
said he is leaning toward opening 
his own investigation of the case 
because Willits has been impli¬ 
cated, but he is waiting to hear 
from the FBI so he may use some 
of the evidence they have in con¬ 
ducting his own investigation.

Home Club carries duct tape, manufactured by Polyken 
Technologies, Consumer Products Group, Westwood, Massachusetts, 
and duct tape, "Tough Stuff" brand, manufactured by a division of 
Kendall Corporation.
